CWhen L. Harris, who runs a bottling
works on Hroadway near the Northwestern
depot, opened up his establishinent yester-
dny morning, he found unmistakable evi-
dence that be bad bad some  callers during
his absence, A larvge oMee chaie was Iving
on the floor in o stete of smash up, the door
of his Inrge steel safe was Iylig peacefully
on the lloor severnl foet from its moorings,
and the light wooden partition whieh divides
the front oflee from the rest of the bullding
was filled with holes through which a eat
could bave been thrown without injury tothe
cut,

On Investigation he found thata window in
the rear door of the butldiog bhad been
brroken out, and that through thoe hela thus
miade the visitors had nade thely entranee, A
hole about large enough to admit the bnser-
tion of n load pencil In the top ol the safo told
the tnle. A charge of pun powder had beon
put inside the holo and vhen igoited, thus ne-
counting for the torn up condition  of things
in the omfee, The explosion had  resulted in
the complote ruin of the sale, wbich mueins a
loss of wbout 1),

Tho thieves falled to realize anything on
thely expedition, us the safe had been enp-
ted ol ol dts valunbles before closing up
Saturday night, and the only thing in it was
tne number of the safe combinativn.  This
was approprinted by the thieves,

Thers I8 no elue to the perpeteators, but
the sudden advent into the vity a day or two
ago of a couple of well known  crooks has
chused o knowing expression to ereep over
the Tnces of the police,
